Disbursement Will Start on 
September 1.

SAN ANTONIO, Aug. 27.—Mex- 
ico will begin paying her $500,000,- 
000 national debt, owed chiefly to 
United States interests, about Sép- 
tember 1, next, according to A. M. 
Elias, Consul-General for Mexico, 
at New York, financial agent for 
the government and brother of 
President Plutarco Calles, who 
passed through here today. 

This action follows closely the 
discharge of Mexico's interior debt, 
which was paid the 13th inst., 
when 20,000,000 pesos was dis- 
bursed to various individuals in the 
southern republic. Senor Elias, 
who was on his way from New 
York to San Francisco on a spe- 
cial mission for his government, 
announced a change of plans here, 
when he said that he had sudden- 
ly been ordered to proceed to Mex- 
ico City to aid in arranging the 
debt payments. 

“The payment of our 
debt of $600,000,000, 
owed chiefly to interests 
United States, will be made pos- 
sible through the establishment of 


the new Bank of Mexico, which 
will function soon, with a total 
capital of $60,000,000," Senor 


Elias explained. 

“Economies and additional tax- 
ation have enabled us to make 
this handsome showing which 
should have the reaction in the 
United States of demonstrating 
new stabilization of currency and 
conditions in my country. 

“The value of exports from the 
United States to Mexico has 
Jumped nearly $10,000,000 in the 
past year, having reached «a total 
of approximately $26,000,000.” 


MEXICO CITY, Aug. 217.—The

next year’s cost of government contemplate little change in the size of 
the Federal force of employees. After watching closely for six months

the President is reported to have reached the conclusion that its ranks 
cannot be thinned appreciably without hurt to the service. 


Indeed, this army shows a trend 


toward a steady increase, notwith-q@@uring the next few years unless 


standing the most careful econ- 


omy. The work of the government 
grows apace and with its growth 
comes need for more workers. 
Civil service figures show that the 
total number of employees on Un- 
cle Sam's pay roll at the close of 
the last fiscal year, June 30, was 
greater than at any time since 
June 30, 1921. 

On June 30, last, the commis- 
sion's figures show, the Federal 
force, permanent and temporary, 
at Washington and in the field, to- 
taled 564,834. Of that number, | 
63,756 persons were employed in 
the District of Columbia and 601,- 
078 in the field. Here is the com- 
parative record for the past four 
years:

Rites Before Troops Halt 
Fanaticism by Raid 


CAPE TOWN (South Africa) 
Aug. 27.—There is great excite- 
ment among the natives of the Bel- 
gian Congo, owing to forcible bap- 


tieme by a self-styled native 


prophet, Kwanalosa, “son of God.” 
He preached in the Sakania dis- 
trict that he was sent by God to 
relieve the oppressed native races 
and, in order to achieve this, bap- 
tism was necessary in the way 
taught him dy divine instruc- 
tion, His method is to drown con- 
Verts in a stream. 

Before baptism he informed the 
candidates that they would depart 
from this earth and return 
cleansed and be unoppressed, like 
the white people. The candidates 
were immensed for a long period, 
and if they came up alive their 
spirits were clean, and if they were 
dead their sins were too great for 
them to recover. 

The fanatic obtained control of 
several villages and drowned more 
than 100 natives. Belgium then 
sent a police patrol to investigate. 
The natives, influenced by the 
prophet, killed them all. Another 
patrol was sent and ten police were 
killed. Finally, troops were dis- 
patched from HBjlizabethville, whe 
attacked the villages and arrested 
sixty natives and accomplices and 
recovered the bodies of fifty-five 
who had been baptised. Kwana- 
loga escaped. The Belgian admin- 
istrator is in the district at present, 
which is growing quiet.

Scott, found last night in his West 
Adams-street home, beside the 


body of his wife; died this after- 
noon in the hospital from à bullet 
wound through hts head. 

The tragedy today was recon- 


structed by the sheriff's office 
which believes that the shooting 
was done by, the woman, and not 
by Scott. As at first conjectured, 
Sheriff Moore states that the 
shells from the automatic pistol 
were on the side of the bed on 


which the woman's body was ly- 


ing, and that evidence supports a 
theory that she shot the man in 
the forehead’ and then shot her- 
self behind the right ear. Scott 
was found crouched in a corner 
of the bedroom, unconscious. The 
shooting is believed to have oc-/ 
curred early Tuesday morning. 


The couple were married July 6 


at a ranch near Prescott, where 


Scott had been employed as a 
nurse at the Whipple Barracks 


Hospital. Here he had worked as 
an interior decorator. The police 
department has evidence that he 
had been a drug addict. The 
woman, whose name was given on 
the marriage certificate as Miss 
Frances Townsend, 22 years of age, 
was advanced consumptive. A 
person who gave that name was 
booked by the Phoenix police last 
April on a liquor charge and is 
said to have later attempted her 
life in a local hotel. 

Justice Clarence Ice, who has 
called an inquest, this evening 
stated that there is some doubt 
whether the dead woman is Mrs. 
Scott and that full identification 
has not been made, mainly owing 
to the condition of the body. This 
may be settled by calling In Mrs.

Rates on Denmark have ad- 
vanced to more than 90 per cent of 
gold. parity, against 66 per cent 
at the beginning of the year, while 
Norwegian rates have reached 75 
per cent of parity against 56 per 
cent at the beginning of 1925.

There 
is an absence of literature on the 
subject, despite the large amount 
of capital invested in banks in this 
country.

WOOL SITUATION ANALYZED 


World's wool production outside 
of Russia in 1924 is estimated to 
have been about 106,000,000 pounds 
greater than 1923, and a further 
increase in production is looked for 
in 1925 and 1826, according to a 
report of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. The 1926 clip 
in the United States is estimated to 
be 11,360,000 pounds greater than 
in 1924 and a larger clip is expect- 
ed in Australia. 

The increase in the production of 
Australia accounted for approrxi- 
mately 90 por cent of the world 
gain in 1924 over 1923. Alhhough 
no estimates of the total number of 
sheep in Australia are available for 
1924, the number in 1923 is esti- 
mated to have been 80,000,000, as 
compared with about 78,000,000 in 
1920. The number in New South 
Wales, nearly one-half of the to- 
tal, is estimated to have incr 
from 36,000,000 in 1923 to 37,000,- 
000 in 1924. 

Although there are no official 
forecasts of the wool clip, commer- 
cial f agree that the crop 
will be larger than last year’s, ac- 
cording to one forecast about 10 
per cent larger. In New Zealand 
the number of breeding ewes has 
increased from 11,600,000 in 1920 
to 13,076,000 in 1924, indicating 
a tendency to increase breeding 
stock and therefore wool produc- 
tion. BEngiani reports an increase 
of 7.6 r cent in sheep this year 
over 1924. Nine European coun- 
tries in 1924 reported a total of 
80,000,000 sheep, as compared with 
77,000,000 in 1923, indicating a ten- 
dency to increase the basis for wool 
production in those countries. 

While it is difficult to estimate 
world’s wobl consumption, it is evi- 
dent, the report states, that in the 


year consumption has scarce- 

r equaled production. Although 
the wool stocks in the United 
States in the hands of the manu- 
facturers and dealers on July 1, 
last, were somewhat less than last 
year, stocks in surplus producing 
countries are greater than a year 
ago. It is reported that approxi- 
mately of last year’s 
clip in Uruguay remained to be 
sold a short time ago, and stocks 
are reported to be heavier than last 
year in Argentina and Australia. 
In considering the outlook for next 
year, both this increase in stocks 
and the probability of larger pro- 
duction of wool are taken into ac- 
count. 

It is apparent, it is pointed 
that the world’s consumption o 
woo! outside of Russia is less than 
it wae before the war. The pro- 
duction of the world outside of 
Russia last year was about 209,- 
000,000 pounds less than the pre- 
war average. The changed posi- 
tion of Russia in the world mar- 


eased | kets is an important factor in this 


situation. Russian imports of woo! 
before the war exceeded exports 
by 74,000,000 pounds, and since 
the war both imports and exports 
have been negligible. The imports 
of Germany have also been reduced 
from an average of about. 4,- 
000,000 pounds to 316,000,000 
pounds in 1924. 

The reductions in imports of 
Russia and Germany together 
amount to approximately 207,000,- 
000 pounds, which, offset by 34,- 
000,000 pounds imported by Po- 
land in 18924, leaves a net reduction 
in Germany and Russia of about 
170,000,000 pounds, not far from 
the difference between the esti- 
mated world production in 1924 
and the pre war average. It is 
believed that the return of pre- 
war demands in Germany and Rus- 


sia would greatly strengthen the 
worl’ wool markets.
